This 
partiottlar oaae in earehanglng the ddef editors of the tco bureaua 
offere aa added advaatage la furtharing cloaa ooardiaation and 
uaderata ndln g betceen the Medit«rreaeaa Bureau rad the BBC.

After t\vD and a half years here I would say without reservation 
the chief editor is s key figure in local FEES-BBC operations. He 
sets the tone, not only in the editorial room but in day-to-day 
FBIS-BBC working level relations. Therefore continuity in th.is 
slot is of utmost importance. Regardless of how well qualified 
the proposed transferees are, much of the skill required can be 
developed only by growing into the job— -something rather dif- 
ficult to explain in a letter. 

The pro posed plan will afford Helf about 10 months of actual

performance, about the same length of time, and then a 

third assignee will take over within a period of 23 months — -a 
rotation which I fear would have unfavorable effects, both on 
FBIS and BBC personnel, 

I am sure John Campbell too is skeptical of the results of 
the proposed rotation, and he probably will bring up the subject 
during his forthcoming visit.
